BANK ROBBERY 
*$25,000 REWARD* 

On Saturday, June 8 th at approximately 0912 hrs, the below depicted suspects 
robbed the PNC Bank located at 993 Sebastian Blvd. All three suspects were 
armed with handguns and jumped the counter. The three suspects fled in an 
older model red/maroon vehicle. A similar vehicle was located minutes after the 
robbery, abandoned, but still running. That vehicle had been reported stolen in 
Palm Bay. At this time, it is believed that the stolen/abandoned vehicle was the 
getaway vehicle for the robbery suspects. 

All three suspects are black males, believed to be in their early twenties. All three 
wore protective covering on their faces, as well as gloves. Two of the three 
suspects also carried a backpack style bag.
